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1. HELLENIC AIR FORCE (HAF) SOURCES INFORMED DAO DURING THE "SEA 
WOLF 77" EXERCISES THAT, BASED ON CONTINUOUS HAF OBSERVATION, 
NUMEROUS VIOLATIONS BY TURKISH AIRCRAFT OF THE GREEK-CLAIMED TEN- 
MILE AIRSPACE ABOVE THE GREEK AEGEAN ISLANDS WERE OCCURRING. OUR 
HAF SOURCES WERE OBVIOUSLY IRRITATED WITH THE TURKISH "VIOLATIONS," 
ALTHOUGH THEY APPEARED RESIGNED TO WHAT THEY CALLED USELESS 
"TURKISH PRESSURE TACTICS." APPARENTLY TO MAINTAIN ITS LEGAL POSI- 
TION BY REGISTERING A PROTEST TO THE TURKISH ACTION, THE GREEK 
MIRAGES SCRAMBLED AT LEAST ONCE AND INTERCEPTED THE TURKISH AIR- 
CRAET WITHIN THE ZONE OE THE GREEK-CLAIMED AIRSPACE. THE GREEKS 
SEEM TO HAVE BEEN WILLING TO KEEP THE INCIDENT QUIET; BUT ONCE THE 
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INFORMATION BECAME PUBLIC IN ANKARA (REFTEL), FELT COMPELLED TO 
RESPOND IN KIND. A DETAILED REPORT ON THE VIOLATIONS IS BEING 
SENT SEPARATELY THROUGH DAO CHANNELS. 

2. THE lULY 19 MEDIA GIVES PROMINENT COVERAGE TO THE INCIDENT, 
ALTHOUGH WITH A PREDICTABLY DIFFERENT SLANT THAN THE TURKISH VER- 
SION. MOST PRESS HEADLINES ANNOUNCE THAT GREEK MIRAGES RESTRAINED 
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A TURKISH AIRCRAFT IN GREEK AIRSPACE. AN "AUTHORITIVE (GOG) 

SOURCE" STATED YESTERDAY THAT THE TURKISH AIRCRAET HAD VIOLATED 
GREEK AIRSPACE SOUTH OE CHIOS ON JULY 13, HAD BEEN INTERCEPTED BY 
TWO GREEK FIGHTER PLANES AND ESCORTED AWAY EROM THE AREA. THE 
GOG SOURCE ALSO NOTED OSTENSIBLE DIFEERENCES BETWEEN THE TURKISH 
MFA SPOKESMAN'S COMMENTS ACKNOWLEDGING THE HAPPENING AND A STATE- 
MENT BY TURKISH DEFENSE MINISTER ISIK "THAT NO INCIDENT OCCURRED." 

3. THIS TYPE OE QUARRELSOME INCIDENT WILL NO DOUBT BE REPEATED 
DURING EUTURE MILITARY EXERCISES CONDUCTED BY EITHER GREECE OR 
TURKEY IN THE AEGEAN AREA. SO EAR, BOTH COUNTRIES SEEM CONTENT TO 
UNDERTAKE ONLY THOSE MEASURES NECESSARY TO MAINTAIN THEIR RES- 
PECTIVE POSITIONS-IN THIS CASE THE GREEKS CLAIMING A TEN-MILE 
AIRSPACE SURROUNDING THE ISLANDS AND THE TURKS REEUSING TO ACCEPT 
IT. THE POTENTIAL DANGER INHERENT IN SUCH A CONTENTIOUS SITUATION 
IS OBVIOUS-BUT EORTUNATELY NEITHER SIDE SEEMS PREPARED AT THIS 
POINT TO UP THE ANTE. 
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
